Biese  changes  moved  the  IMited  States  from  its  position  as  a  net  exporter  of 
$93.2  million  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  during  1957  to  that  of  a 
net  Importer  of  $225.2  million  worth  In  1958.    U.S.  slau^ter  of  all  types  of 
livestock  was  down  during  1958.    The  consequent  rise  in  prices  made  U.S. 
exports  less  attractive  abroad,  and  encouraged  foreign  traders  to  move  sup- 
plies into  the  lucrative  U.S.  market. 

The  outlook  for  1959  is  for  a  sligiht  reduction  in  Imports  and  an  increase  in 
exports,  thus  narrowing  the  present  trade  gap.

IHE  UNITED  STATES  IN  THE  WORLD  MEAT  SITUATIDN 

The  United  States,  ^^ch  accounted  for  about  10  percent  of  the  world's  totcLL 
Imports  of  meat  and  meat  products  during  1957^  is  the  second  largest  meat 
importer.    With  almost  97  mil3J.on  head  of  cattle,  57  million  head  of  hogs, 
and  33  million  head  of  sheep,  it  produced  26  billion  pounds  of  meat  last 
year,  or  about  28  percent  of  total  world  production.    This  was  over  twice  the 
production  of  the  U.S.S.R. — the  world's  second  largest  meat  producer.  When 
U.S.  productiaa  dropped  by  2.3  billion  pounds  from  I956  to  I958,  it  would 
have  taken  more  than  the  cocobined  exports  of  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
Argentina  to  fill  the  gap.    3h  fact,  the  total  of  the  world's  trade  in  meat 
in  1957 — at  5.6  billion  pounds — amounted  to  only  21  percent  of  U.S.  produc- 
tion that  year. 

The  United  States  is  a  Isurge  Importer  of  meats  and  skins,  and  an  Important 
exporter  of  such  byproducts  as  animal  fats,  hides,  and  variety  meats.    It  is 
also  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  mohair,  but  a  large  Importer  of  other 
wool-like  specialty  hairs  and  wool. 

In  relation  to  total  U.S.  producticm,  imports  of  certain  skins  not  produced 
in  quantity  in  this  country  axe  quite  hi^.    Sheep  and  i«n>^  skin  Imports,  at 
21^.1  million  pieces  during  1958,  were  approximately  I66  percent  of  U.S. 
production.    Imports  of  red  meat  were  unusxially  heavy  during  I958.  However, 
even  with  a  drop  in  U.S.  meat  production  during  I958,  iaiports— counting  the 
carcass  wei^t  equivalent  of  livestock  Imported — ^were  only  5.6  percent  of 
total  U.S.  outjut.    Idve  cattle  luiports,  \rtiich  were  also  unusiially  High 
during  1958,  accounted  for  about  one-fourth  of  total  neat  and  cattle  ingorts 
(equivalent  to  l,hh3  millicm  pounds  carcass  meat)  in  I958. 

During  I958,  the  Ifeited  States  exported  77  percent  of  its  mohair  clip,  35 
percent  of  its  t€Lllow  and  grease  production,  22  percent  of  the  cattle  hides 
and  calf  and  kip  skins  produced,  and  h  percent  of  its  variety  meats. 
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piedlble  t-^l^^^  *md  fiorease  exports  dxirlng  I958  dropped  20  percent  below  I957 
to  1,119  million  po\mds,  valued  at  $97*^  million.    However,  they  remained 
above  the  1951-55  aversige.    Italy,  which  took  26l  million  pounds  during  I958, 
was  the  most  in^rtant  U.S.  export  market.    It  was  followed  closely  by  Japan, 
which  took  217  million  pounds,  and  the  Netherlands  t^ch  took  iho  million 
pounds. 

Tbe  drop  in  I958  resulted  from  higher  U.S.  prices,  ^^ch  made  U.S.  tallow 
less  attractive  on  the  world  market,  and  from  Increased  ccDipetition  from  syn- 
thetic detergents  in  Europe,    nevertheless,  taLULow  and  greases  remained  the 
largest  export  dollar  earner  for  the  U.S.  livestock  industry  in  I958.  Exports 
daring  the  first  quarter  of  1959  ^oBe  to  11  percent  above  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier. 

I^:^  exports  during  I958  dropped  23  pt*rcent  to  387  million  pounds,  valued  at 
$52.0  million.    Hi^r  U.S.  prices,  resulting  from  a  ii— percent  drop  in 
domestic  production,  plus  heavier  overseas  production  and  the  cessation  of 
Public  Law  kOO  sales  for  foreign  currency,  accounted  for  most  of  this  drop. 
Production  is  slackening  in  severeLL  large  U.S.  markets  in  Europe,  and  U.S. 
pix>duction  is  expected  to  average  sharply  above  I958  In  1959 •    Sharp  increases 
in  exports  to  Europe  are  foreseen.    Exports  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959 
rose  to  32  percent  above  the  same  period  in  1958. 

!Ihe  outlook  is  obscured,  however,  by  the  tendency  of  scaae  U.S.  foreign  mar- 
kets to  restrict  Imports  to  protect  their  domestic  hog  industry,  or  to 
encourage  vegetable  shortening  production.    During  I958,  the  U.S.  exported  I63 
million  pounds  of  lard  to  Cuba  and  lk6  million  pounds  to  the  IMited  Kingdom. 
Between  them,  Cuba  and  the  IMited  Kingdom  took  80  percent  of  all  U.S.  lard 
exported. 

Hide  and  skin  exports  showed  diverse  trends  during  1958,  with  cattle  hides  and 
kip  skin  Imports  dropping,  and  calf  skins  and  sheep  and  lamb  skin  exports 
rising  slightly.    The  value  of  these  exports  during  I958  dropped  to  $53.4 
million — ^18  percent  below  1957,  hut  still  59  percent  above  the  I95I-55  aver- 
age.   Cattle  hide  and  kip  skin  exports  fell  off  sharply  during  I958,  but  ceOf 
skin  exports  rose  significantly,  especially  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Cattle  hide  prices  rose  sharply  in  early  1959,  and  exports  dropped.  Exports 
during  the  remainder  of  I959  are  expected  to  remain  lower  than  during  I958. 
Japan  is  the  most  important  outlet  for  U.S.  cattle  hide  exports,  taking  1.4 
million  pieces  during  195 8.    Canada  is  the  largest  U.S.  export  outlet  for 
calf,  sheep,  and  lamb  skins,  while  West  Germany  takes  most  U.S.  kip  skin 
exports. 

^^iTif^Y  Blfflt  exports,  at  70  million  pounds,  were  2k  percent  below  1957* 
Increased  prices  cut  the  drop  in  value  to  $15*9  million,  only  I5  percent  below 
1957. 

Most  of  this  drop  was  due  to  limitations  on  dollars  allocated  for  the  purchase 
of  U.S.  variety  meats  by  the  West  German  Government  during  1958  in  an  effort

to  support  lagging  German  hog  prices*    Dollar  allocations  have  been  increased^ 
and  exports  to  Germany,  the  largest  U.S.  export  market  for  variety  meats, 
rose  sharply  during  the  second  half  of  I958  and  the  first  quarter  of  1959. 
£xpoz*ts  to  the  Netherlands,  the  second  most  Important  U.S.  variety  meat  out- 
let, have  also  increased.    The  IMited  Kingdom  has  recently  increased  its 
dollar  allocation  for  the  purchase  of  beef  variety  meats  from  the  Ifeiited 
States  and  Canada.    Exports  to  that  market  sire  expected  to  rise  daring  1959. 

M^tViVllir  exports  continued  a  steady  upward  trend  in  I958,  rising  32  percent 
above  I957  to  over  13  million  pounds.    These  exports,  valued  at  $11.9  million, 
were  592  percent  above  the  I95I-55  avei'age. 

Prior  to  1953^  U.S.  e^^rts  of  mohair  were  insignificant.    At  present,  the 
l^ted  States  is  the  vorld's  largest  exporter,  mostly  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
Exports  vere  up  sharply  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959  and  are  expected  to 
cc»itinue  through  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

fififiiag  exports  remained  about  level  in  I958.    Increased  prices  caused  a  rise 
in  the  value  of  casings  exported.    Exports  of  casings  rose  during  the  first 
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quarter  of  1959,  due  to  increased  productioa  and  lower  prices  of  hog  casings. 
Exports  are  expected  to  average  above  I958  during  1959* 

IMPGROS 

Imports  of  8lL1  types  of  red  meat  rose  sharply  during  I958  to  826  million 
pounds,  valued  at  $316.6  million.    Most  of  these  large  imports  were  of  hone- 
less  beef  and  mutton.    Slightly  reduced  supplies  of  cattle  caused  farmers  to 
hold  back  cows  from  slaughter  to  build  up  herds.    Also,  other  animals  yhlch 
might  have  been  slaughtered  for  boning  were  held  on  fanns  to  utilize  large 
roughage  and  feedgrain  supplies.    Slaughter  of  cutter  and  canner  cattle  fell 
from  17  percent  of  total  slaughter  in  1957  to  12  percent  in  1958.    Q3ae  conse- 
quent sharp  increase  in  prices  of  low  grade  meat  encouraged  foreign  exporters, 
especially  in  New  Zealand,  Australia,  and  Argentina,  to  increase  their 
shiiments  to  the  United  States. 

This  moveioent  of  meat  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand  can  be  expected  to  con- 
tinue.   Trade  cont€u:ts  have  been  made,  refrigerated  ships  have  been  shifted 
from  the  European  run,  and  packing  plants  have  been  modified  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  U.S.  market.    An  expected  shortage  of  beef  in  the  Waited 
Kingdom  during  I959  will  increase  prices  there  and  attrswst  some  of  the  exports 
which  would  otherwise  come  to  the  Ifaited  States.    This,  however,  is  not 
expected  to  offset  the  positive  factors  which  have  already  been  set  in  motion. 

In  eaurly  1959,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  scientists  discovered  that  the 
processes  to  which  cured  and  ssLLted  boneless  refrigerated  beef  imports  were 
subjected  did  not  completely  kill  foot-and-mouth  organisms  in  the  meat. 
Therefore,  the  importation  of  all  salted  refrigerated  beef  from  areas  having 
foot-and-mouth  disease  was  immediately  prohibited.    As  most  of  the  lifl.4  mil- 
lion pounds  of  meat  imported  under  the  category  "other  meat,  canned,  prepared 
or  preserved",  was  cured  boneless  beef  from  countries  having  foot-and-mouth 
disease.  Including  Argentina,  Paraguay,  Brazil,  and  Uruguay,  this  prohibition 
will  sharply  reduce  the  Ijirportation  of  beef  from  South  America.  However, 
there  will  be  scane  transfer  to  shipments  of  canned  beef  or  fully-cured  beef 
like  corned  beef. 

Cattle  inrports  also  rose  sharply  to  over  1.1  million  hea^— a  new  record.  Over 
80  percent  of  these  animals  were  feeders,  bought  by  U.S.  farmers  to  convert 
their  abundant  feed  supplies  into  meat.    Imports  of  cattle  from  Canada 
dropped  sharply  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959,  and  are  expected  to  remain 
low  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year.    Imports  from  Mexico  rose  saaewhat 
during  the  first  quarter  of  I959.    The  Mexican  Government  has  placed  a  quota 
on  cattle  exports  from  Mexico  to  the  Iftiited  States  to  protect  its  doaaestic 
consumption,  and  an  export  tax  has  been  placed  on  beef.    U.S.  Imports  of 
Mexican  cattle  during  I959  are  expected  to  average  below  I958. 

HlAg  Wft  PKto  imports  during  I958  rose  slightly  to  almost      million  pieces, 
valued  at  $42.1  million.    Imports  during  the  first  quarter  of  I959  rose  97 
percent  above  the  same  period  a  year  earlier  to  I7.6  million  pieces.  Sharply 
increased  prices  for  hides  and  skins  were  the  main  factor  in  this  rapid 
increase.    Lnports  are  expected  to  remain  iiigh  during  the  remainder  of  1959.
